Former Conservative MP 
Rahim Jaffer says he never 
lobbied the government 
on behalf of his company, 
never used his wife’s par¬ 
liamentary perks for busi¬ 
ness — and never used il¬ 
legal drugs. 

The one-time Tory up- 
and-comer wavered be¬ 
tween defiance and shame 
as he took the hot seat yes¬ 
terday before a Commons 
committee looking into his 
business dealings and accu¬ 
sations of improper lobby¬ 
ing. 

He bristled as he spoke of 
reputations being ruined 
“on the basis of rumour and 
unsubstantiated allegations 
for short-term political 
gain.” 

He choked up as he apolo¬ 
gized to his family and his 
wife, Helena Guergis, who 
lost her cabinet job amid 
the swirl of allegations 
about Jaffer’s business deal¬ 
ings. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper accepted Guergis’ 
resignation from cabinet 
this month, suspended her 
from the Tory caucus and 
called in the RCMP to look 
into unspecified allegations 
involving her.

Buried somewhere in the 
reams of paperwork still 
under review are a series of 
reports by a former for¬ 


eign-service worker that 
documented allegations of 
abuse in Afghan jails. 

The reports by Nicholas 
Gosselin cover at least 
eight claims of mistreat¬ 
ment by Afghan authori¬ 
ties between Januaiy and 
August 2008. 

Word of their existence 
emerged when Gosselin 
testified at the hearings 
last week.

VATICAN Pope Benedict XVI 
pledged yesterday that the 
Catholic Church would take 
action to confront the cleri¬ 
cal sex abuse scandal, his 
first public remarks calling 
for change since the crisis 
erupted.

HISTORY A missing hand¬ 
written transcript from a 
coroner’s inquest done af¬ 
ter the legendaiy gunfight 
at the OK Corral has resur¬ 
faced in a dusty box more 
than 125 years after the 
most famous shootout in 
Wild West history. 

The document had been 
missing for decades — last 
seen when it was photo¬ 
copied in the 1960s. 

It was found when court 
clerks stumbled on the box 
while reorganizing files in 
an old jail storage room in 
Bisbee, south of Tomb¬ 
stone, the Arizona frontier 
town where the gunbattle 
took place. 

Stuffed inside the box 
was a modern manila en¬ 
velope marked “keep” 
with the date 1881. 

The inquest was done af¬ 
ter lawmen Wyatt Earp, 
his two brothers and Doc 
Holliday confronted a gang 
of drunken outlaws, spark¬ 
ing a 30-second gunbattle 
in the streets of Tombstone 
that killed Frank and Tom 
McLauiy and Bill Clanton. 
It made folk heroes of Earp 
and Holliday and inspired 
numerous movies about 
the untamed Old West.

Bosnian veterans fight 
hot police over benefits 


PROTEST War veterans 
protesting proposed cuts 
in state benefits set fire to 
a government building in 
Bosnia yesterday and drove 
back riot police who tried 
to disperse them. 

The police used tear gas 
against the more than 
5,000 protesters then with¬ 
drew, leading the protest¬ 
ers to storm the building, 
break its windows and set 
the ground floor on fire. 

A small group of police¬ 
men was temporarily 
trapped between the blaze 


and the furious protesters, 
but ambulance crews 
pulled them to safety. 

Police said 69 people 
were injured, 32 of them 
policemen and 37 demon¬ 
strators.

When the volcano with the 
unpronounceable name 
erupted in Iceland, I was co¬ 
cooned in Oxford, England, 
attending the SkoU World 
Forum, an annual confer¬ 
ence for social entrepre¬ 
neurs. 

I had no idea what a so¬ 
cial entrepreneur was until 


I was asked to speak about 
social networking and its 
impact on the Middle East. I 
learned that the inspiring 
men and women who had 
gathered at Oxford Univer¬ 
sity applied entrepreneurial 
principles to solve social 
problems and help bring 
about change. 

My contribution was to 
show how women in the 
Middle East used social net¬ 
working sites to fight for 
their rights and to network, 
thereby building a virtual 
community, which translat¬ 
ed into a community in the 
real world that offered sup¬ 
port and solidarity. 


And it was here in Lon¬ 
don where I became a “vol¬ 
cano refugee” who learned 
the value of social network¬ 
ing to my own life. Through 
Facebook I heard from 
friends all over the world, 
offering support to soothe 
the stress of not knowing 
when I could fly home 
again. 

But this “volcano 
refugee” also remembered 
the value of old-fashioned 
networking, too, thanks to 
“real life” friends who took 
me in when my flight was 
cancelled. 

Looking up and seeing no 
planes in the sky was a 


stark reminder of just how 
prehistoric it is to be strand¬ 
ed because of a volcano. But 
being grounded was a 
chance, too, for some good 
old-fashioned rest and a 
sober reminder that if the 
uncertainty of being a “vol¬ 
cano refugee” was exhaust¬ 
ing, then the trauma of be¬ 
ing a refugee was almost 
impossible to assuage. 

When we’re forced to 
slow down, gratitude can 
come fast and easy.

Fiyaz Keshwani has always 
been one to barter and is 
never happy paying full 
price when shopping. So 
when he found out he 
could get movie tickets at 
almost half off by jumping 
through a few hoops, he 
figured it'd be worth a little 
hassle for a great deal. 

Tlie 27-year-old from Ed¬ 
monton turned to the Inter¬ 
net, collected money from 
dozens of fellow movie fans 


online and arranged to buy 
1,500 tickets directly 
through Cineplex Odeon at 
wholesale prices. 

Companies like Costco 
and Sam’s Club have long 
been known for leveraging 
the power of bulk buying to 
get lower prices. Now, con¬ 
sumers are turning to the 
Internet to find better deals 
by buying in big numbers. 

“It stems from movies be¬ 
ing expensive and prices 


have been going up quite a 
bit over the years,” Kesh¬ 
wani said in explaining why 
he’s organized eight sepa¬ 
rate movie ticket bulk pur¬ 
chases so far, which are of¬ 
ten called “group buys.” 

“When I first started, the 
minimum requirement for 
tickets was only 300 and so 
that was in my opinion a 
veiy achievable goal, espe¬ 
cially when I was taking out 
20 to 50 myself And then it 


wasn’t that hard to get rid 
of the rest of them. And it 
just expanded from there.” 

Keshwani admits organiz¬ 
ing the mass purchase and 
mailing out all the tickets 
to buyers is “quite a bit of 
manual work” but he said 
it’s worth it. He also re¬ 
ceives donations from ap¬ 
preciative buyers who 
sometimes send him a few 
extra dollars for his efforts.

TECHNOLOGY 3-D or not 3-D? 

That’s the question many 
TV lovers are asking now 
that the three-dimensional 
experience has come to the 
small screen. 

But one manufacturer’s 
warning may prompt par¬ 
ents and pregnant women 
to think twice about allow¬ 
ing space heroes and pirates 
to jiunp off the screen into 
their living rooms. 

Samsung Electronics 
Canada, which recently in¬ 
troduced its 3-D TV in this 
country, admits the compa¬ 
ny has only now started to 
study the long-term effects 
of watching 3-D television 
using its “active” glasses 
which shutter on and off. 

“Your left eye shutters 60 
times per second and your 
right eye shutters 60 times 
per second (with the glass¬ 
es),” marketing director 
Robert Gumiela said in an 
interview. 

“We’re not sure how you 
react to shuttering, but 


we’re issuing this warning: 
‘Be very careful. If you start 
to feel dizzy, stop watch¬ 
ing’.” 

Samsimg issued a 3-D 
warning several weeks ago 
and Gumiela says it was 
done “to make sure we’re 
doing our due diligence.” 

The advisoiy also urges 
parents to watch their chil¬ 
dren for lightheadedness 
and involuntaiy move¬ 
ments like eye or muscle 
twitching. 

Gumiela was asked why 
pregnant women, the elder¬ 
ly and people with serious 
medical conditions were al¬ 
so told to avoid 3-D. 

“We don’t have any con¬ 
crete evidence yet, but the 
legal teams have just said, 
’Let’s cover all bases just in 
case’,” he said. 

Samsung does not recom¬ 
mend watching 3-D "if you 
are in bad physical condi¬ 
tion, need sleep or have 
been drinking alcohol.”

GM CEO says carmaker has 
repaid government loans 


PAYMENT General Motors 
Co. has repaid the US$8.1 
billion in loans it got from 
the U.S. and Canadian gov¬ 
ernments, a move its CEO 
says is a sign automaker is 
on the road to recoveiy. 

GM CEO Whitacre an¬ 
nounced the loan paybacks 
— US$8.4 billion including 
interest — yesterday at the 
company’s Fairfax Assem¬ 
bly Plant in Kansas 
City, Kansas. 

GM had made 
about $2 bil¬ 
lion in loan 
pa 5 nnents to 
the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment and 
$384 million 
to Canada in 
December and 
March and had 


promised to repay the full 
loans by June. But compa¬ 
ny officials have said its 
cash flow, mainly from the 
sales of newer models, has 
been better than expected, 
allowing it to make the re¬ 
maining $5.8 billion in pay¬ 
ments early — about $1.1 
billion to Export Develop¬ 
ment Canada and another 
$4.7 billion to the U.S. 
Treasury Department. 
Whitacre also 
announced that 
GM is investing 
$257 million 
in the Kansas 
factoiy and 
the Detroit-

plant.

Flaherty rejects 
global bank tax 

TAX There is no way Cana¬ 
da will co-operate with at¬ 
tempts to impose a global 
tax on banks, says 
Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty. 

In a speech to a Toronto 
financial audience yester¬ 
day, he lashed out at the 
international campaign 
to impose taxes and 
levies on banks to create 
a fund in case of future 
bailouts. 

“We believe that Cana¬ 
dian taxpayers should not 
bear the costs of bailouts 
of financial institutions 
in other countries,” 
Flaherty told the confer¬ 
ence, a day before 
heading to Washington to 
make the same argument 
to his international 
colleagues. 

The International Mon¬ 
etary Fund has just 
endorsed the idea, saying 
G20 countries should 
make all financial institu¬ 
tions pay into such funds, 
and should also consider¬ 
ing a new tax on bank 
profits and pay. 

But Flaherty said such 
taxes create an incentive 
for banks to behave reck¬ 
lessly, since they know 
they’ll be bailed out if 
worst comes to worst. 

“Let me make that even 
clearer,” he said. “Canada 
will not go down the path 
of excessive, arbitrary or 
punitive regulation of its 
financial sector.”

IMF predicts 
strong global 
rebound 

ECONOMY The International 
Monetaiy Fund says the 
global economy, after 
enduring a crippling reces¬ 
sion, should see better- 
than-expected growth this 
year, led by strength in Ghi- 
na and other developing 
nations. 

In an updated economic 
outlook, the IMF forecast 
that the world economy 
would expand 4.2 per cent 
this year, faster than its pre¬ 
vious projection and a 
sharp improvement from 
2009 when global output 
fell by 0.6 per cent, the 
worst performance since 
the Second World War. 

However, the 
international lending 
agency warned that the re- 
coveiy still remained 
vulnerable, with the 
biggest threat likely to 
come from a surge in gov¬ 
ernment debt burdens. 

“The outlook for activity 
remains unusually 
uncertain,” the IMF said in 
its latest World Economic

B.C. ambulance 
changes go ahead

Falcon says paramedics 
will be able to provide a 
wider range of emergency 
and non-emergency servic¬ 
es without necessarily tak¬ 
ing a patient to the hospi¬ 
tal emergency room. 

When the government 
announced the plan last 
month, the paramedics’ 
union said the changes 
were punishment for a 
lengthy strike last year.

But he 
has been joined by a dis¬ 
appearing Liberty Bell in 
an inkwell and a bright 
blue security ribbon com¬ 
posed of thousands of tiny 
lenses that magnify ob¬ 
jects in mysterious ways. 


Move the bill, and the ob¬ 
jects move in a different 
direction. 

The new currency will 
not go into circulation un¬ 
til Feb. 10 of next year. 
That will give the govern¬ 
ment time to educate the 
public in the United States 
and around the world 
about the changes. 

“We estimate that as 
many as two-thirds of all 
$100 notes circulate out¬ 
side the United States,” 
said Bernanke, who 
stressed that the 6.5 billion 
in $100 bills now in circu¬ 
lation will remain legal 
tender. 

The $100 bill, the high¬ 
est value denomination in 
general circulation, is the 
last bill to undergo an ex¬ 
tensive redesign.

Those 
results included a three- 
cents-per-share charge re¬ 
lated to closing locations 
in Japan.

EBay profits 
up by 11% 

ONLINE EBay Inc. said 
Wednesday its first-quar¬ 
ter profit rose 11 per cent 
as consumers spent more 
on its main website, but a 
disappointing forecast for 
the current quarter 
pushed the company’s 
shares down sharply in af¬ 
ter-hours trading. 

EBay said it earned 
US$397.7 million, or 30 
cents per share, in the first 
quarter, compared with

items, the company 
earned 42 cents per share. 
Analysts polled by Thom¬ 
son Reuters expected 41 
cents.

Roethlisberger hit 
with suspension 


NFL Pittsburgh Steelers 
quarterback Ben Roethlis¬ 
berger was suspended for 
six games without pay yes¬ 
terday for violating the 
NFL’s personal conduct 
policy and ordered to un¬ 
dergo behavioural evalua¬ 
tion. 

Commissioner Roger 
Goodell handed down the 
punishment a week after 
prosecutors decided not to 
charge Roethlisberger in a 
case involving a 20-year- 
old college student who ac¬ 
cused him of sexually as¬ 
saulting her in a Georgia 
nightclub in March. 

Goodell said the league’s 
conduct policy gave him 
the right to impose disci¬ 
pline regardless of 
whether he broke the law. 

“I recognize that the alle¬ 
gations in Georgia were 
disputed and that they did 
not result in criminal 
charges being filed against 
you,” he said in his letter 
to the two-time Super Bowl 
winner, a six-year veteran. 

“My decision today is not 
based on a finding that 
you violated Georgia law.

or on a conclusion that dif¬ 
fers from that of the local 
prosecutor. That said, you

"It is crucial that environmental awareness become 
part of our value system-and that's what has 
happened," says Stephenson. "People want to do the 
right thing-and will participate when they believe 
they are." 


In fact, 250 hand-assembled blue 
boxes were distributed in a Kitchener, 
Ontario neighbourhood with 
instructions to separate bottles, cans, 
and newspapers out of the garbage 
so the city could pick them up 
separately.

Environmental awareness-and action-is now widespread, 
whether it involves purchasing a green product, taking 
public transportation, changing the type of light bulbs you 
use, or taking part in activities such as the Green Living 
Show (this weekend), Canadian Environment Week, and 
Clean Air Day (in June). Earlier this month, hundreds of 
millions of people across the globe-a record 126 countries 
and territories-turned their lights off for Earth Hour in 
support of the World Wildlife Fund-led initiative. 


But challenges still remain and the biggest one is to lighten 
our environmental footprint across the board. "People need 
to reduce, reuse, recycle-and re-think," says Stephenson. 
"It's important to ask yourself: What is the impact of 
what I am doing, and can I do it with a smaller 
environmental footprint?"

If every Canadian, for example, switched one regular 
light bulb for an energy-efficient compact fluorescent 
(CFL) bulb, the World Wildlife Fund estimates it would 
be equal to taking 57,000 cars off the road. Also, if 
just nine families regularly walked their kids to school 
instead of driving them, they could prevent almost 
1,000 kg of carbon dioxide from being 
released into the atmosphere. 


"It was a highly successful 
pilot project... and within 15 
years, every household in the 
province had a blue box," 
explains Derek Stephenson, 

President, StewardEdge Inc., and 
the man who spearheaded the 
program. Of course, blue boxes are 
now part of the landscape 
Canada, and this kind of recycling has 
extended throughout the United States (just 
the colour of the box is different) and into 
parts of Europe too. Our blue box program is 
just one example of how Canada has taken a 
leading role in environmental protection. 


Every Little Bit Counts 

If you were one of the more than 10 million adult 
Canadians who turned off the lights to mark Earth 
Hour this year, you helped to place this country, once 
again, at the top of the list for global participation. 
But organizers say the no-power hour accomplished 
much more than temporarily shrink the country's 
electricity load. 


The idea, says Keith Stewart, director of the climate 
change program with World Wildlife Fund Canada, 
was to put the spotlight on how little changes can add 
up to moke a big difference.

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Water, water - everywhere 

Programs aim to reclaim our fresh water ~ by Alex Newman 



''Although it is important today to be 
aware of how much water you are 
using and possibly wasting 
(Canadians consume a whopping 
4,400 litres of water per day per 
person), water quality is becoming a 
big issue too," says Mark Mattson, 
director of the non-profit watchdog 
organization, Waterkeepers. "In fact, 
water may be a bigger polluter than 
air," he says. 

But when it comes to water, it's not all bad news. Provincial 
and federal governments have cranked up their efforts to 
help protect waterways, funding cities to rebuild water 
system infrastructures that have been neglected with the 
past several decades of growth, says Mattson. 

The Canadian Council of Ministers of the Environment 
(CCME), a 15-year-old forum for collaborating on 
environmental issues, has devised a national action plan to 
increase municipal water use efficiency and to protect 
drinking water from source to tap. 

To address potential water shortages. Agriculture Canada 
is looking at ways to capture water during spring snow 
melt for storage behind dams or in reservoirs to use for 
later irrigation. The ministry is also investigating use 
of lower-moisture crops and management practices 
for improving crop production.

April also marks a major environmental success story in 
Canada. Mattson explains, "The opening of the causeway 
gates on the Petitcodiac River in Moncton has launched the 
biggest fish restoration project in the world and will take the 
river off the endangered list!" 

What you can do: 

• Reduce water consumption: run full dishwasher loads, 
trade in your old toilet for a low flow model, buy a front 
load washer, collect rainwater for the garden 

• Divert waste that can leach into the water table at 
garbage sites: properly dispose of wet food wastes (in 
compost), leftover medicines (return to your drugstore 
who will dispose of it safely), and chemicals such as 
leftover paint, varsol, etc. (bring to a drop off depot; 
check your municipality for the location

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In 2009, Loblaw introduced 
new initiatives to reduce their 
carbon production from the 
transportation of goods through 
their supply chain.

Multi-axle trailers for their 
primary freight routes in 
Ontario and Quebec enable 
trucks to pull more weight using 

the same power source. In 2009, they recapped 80% of 
their tires instead of replacing them (production of a new 
tire uses approximately 83 litres of oil, while the recapping 
process uses only 26 litres). And finally, they reduced the 
maximum speed limit for their fleet to increase fuel 
efficiency, reduce wear and tear on equipment, and 
mitigate the risk of accidents.

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Taking a Greener Initiative 

Toshiba Canada practices what they preach ~ by Lori Dance 

We've all read about how companies 
are rolling out new product lines that 
use less energy and are better for the 
environment. But how far are they 
willing to go to prove their 
commitment to the environment when 
nobody else is looking? 

"Toshiba has a 20-year history of environmental 
commitment and takes a long-term approach to helping 
better the environment by setting goals well into the future- 
such as the Toshiba Group's global Environmental Vision 
2050," says Ralph Hyatt, President and CEO of Toshiba of 
Canada. "Based on the Kyoto Protocol, this program 
promises to improve our eco-efficiency by a factor of ten 
over the year 2000 through strict monitoring of our energy 
usage, manufacturing process improvements, and eco- 
conscious product development that will help make a 
difference today and for future generations." 

The Toshiba Environmental Vision 2050 program seeks to 
reduce emissions of carbon dioxide by the equivalent of 
1 17.7 million tons per year by 2025 and raise overall eco- 
efficiency tenfold by 2050 (compared to 2000). Just two 
years ago, 51 % of Toshiba sites worldwide achieved zero 
emissions of waste, and 89% of Toshiba products did not 
contain any of a list of 15 harmful substances, including 
PCBs, Ozone-depleting substances. Cadmium, Lead, and 



Mercury. And two years from now, Toshiba has set a target 
to achieve zero emissions of waste at all Toshiba sites 
worldwide, and 100% of Toshiba products will be free from 
15 harmful substances. 


Potential suppliers take a stringent, 22-point environmental 
performance survey, and priority is then assigned to 
companies with the highest survey scores. This not 
only results in greener products, but it also gives 
suppliers the incentives and resources needed to 
improve their environmental practices. 


Their commitment to the 
environment doesn't just end at 
the manufacturing stage, 
however. At their Markham head 
office, employees receive a 
reusable mug when they begin 
their employment, and china and 
biodegradable containers have 
replaced Styrofoam in their 
cafeterias. Electronics and lights 
are turned off when not in use, 
programmable thermostats have 
been installed throughout the 
building, and employees are 
urged to exercise responsible 
printing practices (when 
printing is necessary, 
double-sided is the way to 
go). Their current average 


percentage of waste that goes to the landfill is 12.4%—by 
the end of this year, they hope to meet the Toshiba 
corporate global objective.

Thinking of buying your 
first house this spring?

According to Mark 
Meincke, a real estate 
agent with RE/MAX, the 
interest rates for home 
purchases are expected to 
go up in the near future, 
which may mean now will 
be the best chance to pur¬ 
chase a house at the low¬ 
est cost. 

“The demand is high, 
the inventoiy is low, but 
the market hasn’t re¬ 
sponded with the prices 
yet,” Meincke said. 

“With the interest rates, 
the prices are poised to go 
up for housing.” 

The Toronto Dominion 
Bank and RE/MAX expect 
an approximate 10 per 
cent increase in pricing for 
the housing market, so 
purchasing your first 
home now could save you 
tens of thousands, he ex¬ 
plained. 

But why stay in Edmon¬ 
ton? 

Well for Meincke, it’s ac¬ 
tually quite simple. He 
called Edmonton the 
“promised land of real es¬ 
tate.” 


“As far as Canadian in¬ 
vestment, for things like 
our emplojmient rate, it’s 
all better here then it is 
nationally,” he said. 

Yet Edmonton is a large 
city, and growing by the 
year. There are dozens up¬ 
on dozens of neighbour¬ 
hoods for first time buyers 
to look at. 

But Meincke lists off five 


areas that should grab all 
first time buyers’ atten¬ 
tion for a simple reason: 
the opportunity to rent. 

The benefit to renting 
out a basement suite in 
your first home allows for 
a major portion of the 
mortgage or interest to be 
taken care of every month.

• Buyers looking for a 
detached home should ex¬ 
pect to spend about a min¬ 


imum of $290,000 to

higher-end home. 

• Building a suite and 
renovations could cost in 
the upwards of $35 000 to 
$45,000 

• Townhouses and con¬ 
dos are popular in the For¬ 
est Heights area, but can 
be quite expensive. One 
smaller townhouse was 


listed at $234,000, while 
another, more luxurious 
ones could run nearly 
$355,000. 

• There were also many 
listings for detached 
homes near Forest Heights 
Park. A house right by the 
park could cost around 
$300,000 to $380,000. 

• Many townhouses and 
condos are also listed in 
the area of Ritchie, which 
is right next to Whjhe Av¬ 
enue and walking dis¬ 
tance to the University of 
Alberta Campus. While 
you are most likely unable 
to rent out space, it can 
cost quite a bit for it’s 
great location. Listings in 
the area range from 
$199,000 to approximate¬ 
ly $283,000. 

Buying your first home 
can come off as a daunting 
task, but the only way to 
get started is to jump into 
the market. 

“Get locked in today for 
your rates. There is no ob¬ 
ligation when you lock in¬ 
to your rates with pre-ap¬ 
proval,” Meincke added. 
“And never do it through 
the bank. Always use a mo¬ 
bile specialist or a mort¬ 
gage broker, because the 
bank won’t tell you what 
you need to here and they 
won’t give you the best 
rates.”

Mortgage brokers in demand 


•The same things that are 
squeezing first-time home- 
buyers these days are creat¬ 
ing a boom for mortgage bro¬ 
kers. Jim Murphy, president of 
the Canadian Association of 
Accredited Mortgage Profes¬ 
sionals, says brokers are in 
demand from first-time 
homebuyers because of 
climbing interest rates and 
new rules that crack down on 
who qualifies for a mortgage.

April 19 and require buyers to 
qualify for a standard five- 
year, fixed-rate interest rate 
even if they plan to choose a 
lower-rate variable mortgage.

They say in 
the past few months, this 
group has been responsi¬ 
ble for about 50 per cent 
of their sales. 

“First time buyers can 
save a lot of money that 
others simply can’t,” he 
says. 

With government in¬ 
centives like the Home 
Buyer’s Plan, First Time 
Homebuyers Tax Credit 
and Land Transfer tax re¬ 
funds — plus the fact they 
don’t have to worry about 
selling a home — people 
wanting to get their feet 
wet in real estate have an 
advantage over their 
counterparts who already 
own. 

But just because the 
conditions are attractive, 
Powell and Piche says 
there are plenty of issues 
new buyers haven’t con¬ 
sidered. Plus, purchasing 


heading up, pushing young, 
first-time buyers to turn to¬ 
wards mortgage brokers, 
rather than going to their 
bank. A C-M-H-C mortgage 
survey released last year 
found about 25 per cent of all 
mortgages in the previous 
year were conducted through 
brokers, but among pur¬ 
chasers aged 25 to 34, the 
broker share was 42 per cent.

Getting in hot water troubles

r ^ I sold my home over 
[ ^ 1 a year ago and have 
just recently discov¬ 
ered that the hot water 
heater that I was renting 
was never transferred to the 
purchasers and that I have 
been having the monthly 
charge taken out of my 
bank account. When I ap¬ 
proached the rental compa¬ 
ny, they indicated that I 
should have had the con¬ 
tract assumed by the pur¬ 
chaser. I then contacted my 
lawyer who contacted the 


purchasers’ lawyer. The re¬ 
sponse back was that the 
purchasers were not willing 
to sign the assumption 
agreement. I think that my 
lawyer should have been 
aware of this but regardless, 
I am still stuck pajdng for a 
water heater that I haven’t 
had the benefit of for over a 
year. What should I do? 

The first point I 
would like to make 
is that how is your 
lawyer supposed to know 
that you have a rental 
agreement for your water 
heater if you don’t make 
them aware of this before 
closing. As a matter of 
course, we deal with the as¬ 
sumption of water heater 
contracts on closing of a 
transaction if our clients 
make us aware of this. Oth¬ 


erwise, we assume you own 
the equipment and this 
ownership transfers with 
the house. Generally, there 
is a clause in the Agreement 
of Purchase and Sale where 
your realtor will insert any 
items that are rental and in 
most cases the hot water 
heater is assumed. 

The reality is that the pur¬ 
chasers have had the bene¬ 
fit of the hot water rental 
tank for over a year and 
should be forthcoming with 
payment. However, people 
do not always ‘play fair’ and 
you may have to proceed to 
a more formal forum such 
as Small Claims Court to 
have this matter addressed.

In those first few weeks: 

• Locate the main cir¬ 
cuit breaker in the house 
and label each breaker. 

• Locate and know how 
to operate the main and 
other water shutoffs in 
your house. 

• Find out how to look 
after your furnace and 
any other appliances that 
need regular servicing. 

• Make sure you have 
working smoke detectors. 

• You should have easily 
accessible fire extinguish¬ 
ers on each floor of the 
home, preferably hung on 
the wall near the entrance 
to the kitchen and near 
the entrance to the 
garage. 

• Set up an annual 
schedule of important 
servicing or maintenance 
duties at your new home, 
so they are not over¬ 
looked in the years to 
come. 

• Also have an emer¬ 
gency exit plan in place 
and make sure all family 
members know exit 
plans.

The monkeys at England’s 
Paignton Zoo love their 
fresh, flavorful lettuce.

“Our monkeys eat better 
than guests at five-star 
restaurants,” Kevin Fredi- 
ani, Paignton Zoo’s plant 
curator and a former head 
gardener for Queen Eliza¬ 
beth. “And it has no pesti¬ 
cides.” 

But humans would bene¬ 
fit from vertical farms, too. 


notes Frediani. 

“Soon 90 per cent of peo¬ 
ple in the Western world 
will live in cities. Most of 
their food comes from oth¬ 
er cities and other coun¬ 
tries, which is unsustain¬ 
able. The world is on a 
cusp of an agricultural rev¬ 
olution.” 

The company of the fore¬ 
front of that revolution is 
Valcent, the maker of 
Paignton Zoo’s farm. 

“You can have vertical 
farms in urban warehous¬ 


es, former industrial sites, 
deserts and high-rise build¬ 
ings,” says CEO Chris Brad¬ 
ford. 

“But 10 years ago no¬ 
body saw a need for verti¬ 
cal farms. Today there’s a 
lot of empty real estate. 
And people are worried 
about traditional agricul¬ 
ture’s impact on global 
warming.” 

“You can grow almost 
any plant vertically,” ex¬ 
plains Tim Bentley, Val- 
cent’s director of business 


development. “The ques¬ 
tion is if it’s economically 
viable.” 

For Middle Eastern coun¬ 
tries, in turn, vertical farm¬ 
ing can be an answer to 
the dilemma of feeding 
people with scarce water 
resources. 

By definition, vertical 
farms aren’t suited for 
food that grows vertically, 
such as corn and cucum¬ 
bers, explains Rohit Tal- 
war, CEO of forecasting 
firm Fast Future. 

“And restaurants and su¬ 
permarkets will have their 
own vertical farms, too, 
and make it a selling point 
to their customers,” Talwar 
said.

Shot over four years 
with new underwater film- 
making technology creat¬ 
ed specifically for the proj¬ 
ect, Oceans is an undeni¬ 
ably impressive technical 
achievement. 

Stunning footage of sea 
life that was never possi¬ 
ble to capture before will 
certainly thrill audiences 
even if the movie never 
amounts to more than an 
impressive showreel for 


new technology. Fortu¬ 
nately, it’s difficult to be 
bothered by that too 
much when watching all 
of the extraordinary 
footage projected on a gi¬ 
ant screen. 

With its Earth Day re¬ 
lease date, the film obvi¬ 
ously offers some well- 
timed environmental 
messages about the press¬ 
ing need to take better 
care of our environment. 

Disturbing satellite 
footage highlighting a 
black polluted runoff pour¬ 
ing into the oceans will 
disgust many viewers, 
while Pierce Brosnan’s 
soothing British voice 
spells out the dangers of 
these issues in no uncer¬ 
tain terms. 

However, the film does¬ 
n’t really offer any com¬ 
pelling argument to justify 
all of the political finger 
wagging and heart string¬ 
pulling footage of adorable 
animals. 

The movie is merely a 
collection of the most im¬ 
pressive images a massive 
crew of underwater film-

A climate 
warning 
for military 

BOOK It is a military truism 
that an army ought to 
stand its ground. But what 
if the ground it’s standing 
on is melting, becoming 
prone to floods, or is out¬ 
right disappearing? 

Climate change is turn¬ 
ing conventional militaiy 
wisdom on its head, some¬ 
thing Canada has been at 
pains to grasp, according 
to Cleo Paskal, author of 
Global Warring: How Envi¬ 
ronmental, Economic, and 
Political Crises Will Re¬ 
draw the World Map. 

The book, which came 
out earlier this year, has 
created a storm, no pun in¬ 
tended, in policy circles. It 
has found its way onto 
reading lists at the U.S. 
Army War College, and the 
Montreal-based author is 
now being tapped as a con¬ 
sultant for the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Energy. 

Paskal has produced a 
compellingly simple thesis: 
countries need to rethink 
their approach to geo-poli¬ 
tics because their borders 
are physically changing. 

Canada, however, has 
failed to respond to the 
call, says Paskal. Given the 
face of the Artie could be 
altered dramatically in the 
coming years, the debate is 
hardly abstract. 

“The discussions about 
the degree of change and 
what it’s going to mean for 
that region — socially, eco¬ 
nomically, culturally, polit¬ 
ically — is not happening,” 
Paskal said.

Eveiy holiday has its 
canonical film. White 
Christmas to Halloween. 

But Earth Day may be 
the only red-letter date on 
the calendar whose cine¬ 
matic standard is a docu¬ 
mentary: Davis Guggen¬ 
heim’s 2006 Oscar winner 
An Inconvenient Truth. 

Whatever one’s feelings 
may be about Guggen¬ 
heim’s Powerpoint-style 
aesthetics, his film’s mas¬ 
sive box-office success in¬ 
stigated a boom period for 
the production and distri¬ 
bution of environmentally 
themed documentaries. 

“The scene has explod¬ 
ed,” says Kathleen Murphy, 
the director of program¬ 
ming for the Toronto- 
based Planet in Focus Film 
Festival, which takes an 


annual survey of ecologi¬ 
cally-minded non-fiction 
films (this year’s edition 
runs Oct 13-17). 

“People have always 
tried to make movies 
about these issues, but 
there is more interest now, 
and so there is also more 
money, and more expo¬ 
sure through festivals, and 
a bigger audience.” 

The audience has grown 
to the point where Planet 
in Focus has expanded to 
include year-long initia¬ 
tives: later this month, 
their Mixed Greens screen¬ 
ing series will show 
Tadashi Orui’s new docu- 
mentaiy The Scars of Mer- 
cuiy, which analyzes the 
fallout of chemical dump¬ 
ing on an First Nations 
community in Diyden, 
Ont. (the film screens on 
Friday, April 30 at 6:30 
p.m. at the Gardiner Muse¬ 
um). 


Made in Canada

taries with a Canadian 
twist. Now all you need is a 
solar-powered DVD player 
to watch them on. 

• Manufactured Land¬ 
scapes: Canadian master 
Jennifer Baichwal's profile of 
photographer Edward Bur- 
tynsky features chilling, oth¬ 
erworldly footage of China's 
ruinous Three Gorges Dam 
project. 

• Petropolis: This short 
piece by Peter Mettler is

Lina Cino, a campaigner 
for theToronto Environ¬ 
mental Alliance — a grass¬ 
roots organization focused 
on changes within the ur¬ 
ban sphere — is a fan of 


many of the recent eco- 
docs, but says that their ef¬ 
fect on audiences isn’t nec¬ 
essarily galvanizing. 

“With some of these 
films, there is a risk that 
people will be over¬ 
whelmed by the size of the 
issues being discussed,” 
she says. “It can be paralyz¬ 
ing. But it’s also impor¬ 
tant, and fantastic, that 
these films raise aware¬ 
ness of what’s going on.” 

She cites Min Sook Lee’s 
recent TIFF selection My 
Toxic Baby, which cast a 
skeptical eye on the chem¬ 
ical makeup of many child¬ 
care products, as an exam¬ 
ple of a documentaiy that 
understands how to get 
through to is audiences. 

“One way to get people 
to change their behav¬ 
iour,” says Cino, “is to 
make it clear what the con¬ 
sequences may be for their 
children.”

King of global box office 
wants to save the world

For James Cameron, green 
is the new blue. 

The Canadian-bom film¬ 
maker stumbled upon his 
own Pandora — the edenic 
fantasy world of his 
megafilm Avatar populated 
by indigo-tinged aliens 
who battle humans to save 
their habitat — during a 
press tour of Brazil last 
month. And not unlike 
Avatar hero Jake Sully, 
Cameron joined the coun¬ 
try’s Amazonian tribes in 
their protest against plans 
to build a dam that could 
displace thousands of 
indigenous people. 

“It was life 
changing. By a 
long series of 
events finding 
myself in what 
is like a real-life 
Avatar-like dra¬ 
ma, it was pretty 
amazing,” Cameron 
tells Metro over the phone 
from Los Angeles. 

The Holl 5 ^ood power¬ 
house is currently in full 
eco-activist mode. The 
Avatar website now hosts 
plenty of information 
about environmental issues 
and Cameron’s company 
will sponsor the planting of 
a million trees around the 
world. Fans of the film are 
being urged to help out in 
the green drive when they 
buy the DVD or Blue-ray, 
which go on sale today to 
coincide with Earth Day. 



Cameron, a native of Ka- 
puskasing, Ont., is also 
throwing his weight be¬ 
hind opposition to the con¬ 
troversial Athabasca oil- 
sands project in Alber¬ 
ta and is openly 
critical of the 
Canadian gov¬ 
ernment for not 
doing enough 
for renewable 
energy. He will 
be attending the 
UN Permanent Fo¬ 
rum on Indigenous Is¬ 
sues in New York this Sat¬ 
urday where he intends to 
learn more about the issue. 

Despite the newfound en¬ 
vironmentalism, Cameron 
remains a director at heart. 
He has already filmed his 
visits to Brazil and wants to 
return to the country’s trib¬ 
al areas to “shoot more 
stuff, maybe even in 3-D.” 

“(It will be) less about 
protesting the dam and 
more about chronicling 
their culture and their con¬ 
cerns, the way the civilized 
world is encroaching on

them ... roll that into a 
documentary which may 
have its own life separate 
from the DVD release 
and/or we may have some 
cut-piece that goes into the 


special edition DVD in No¬ 
vember,” the 56-year-old di¬ 
rector says. 

Cameron also admits 
that his recent experiences 
will probably end up influ¬ 


encing the Avatar sequel, 
for which he has already 
chalked up a rough story. 

But as far as Cameron’s 
approach to filmmaking 
goes, there’s one thing that 
won’t change — the emo¬ 
tional heft that underpins 
all his movies. 

Cameron attributes the 
success of his films to his 
ability to make the audi¬ 
ence relate to his charac¬ 
ters and storylines. He in¬ 
sists that Avatar became 
the top-grossing film of all 
time because it was “firing 
on all eight cylinders” and 
not just 3-D effects. 

“My films have been 
criticized sometimes for 
being simplistic. I think 
they operate on multiple 
levels. I think the surface 
level is very clear, so the 
audience is always well 
grounded in ... what they 
are supposed to be feeling. 
As a filmmaker, I am not 
afraid to go for an emo¬ 
tional response. I think 
some filmmakers are. 
They need to be cool. I’m 
not afraid to be uncool,” 
Cameron says. 


Avatar: 

DVD and beyond 

• There are no bonus fea¬ 
tures in the DVD and Blue- 
ray versions being released 
today. James Cameron says: 
"It takes time to generate 
good supplemental materi¬ 
al. We didn't want to crash 
together a bunch of bogus 
stuff." There will be no trail¬ 
ers either as Cameron want¬ 
ed to use every bit of disc 
space to preserve the film's 
picture quality. 

• Cameron's currently work¬ 
ing on extra footage that was 
left out of the film's original 
cut. Cameron says: "We're 
taking a number of scenes 
and finishing them up to the 
level of the rest of the film. It 
takes time and it takes literal¬ 
ly millions of dollars." The ex¬ 
tended cut will be re-released 
in theatres in August. 

• There are no plans for a 3-D 
DVD release yet. Cameron 
says there isn't enough of the 
technology to go around to 
make it a viable option.

TV SHOW Eric Schaeffer 
likes to talk about, and 
dramatize, issues other 
people hold in isolated si¬ 
lence. 

Such as eating disorders. 
That’s a topic he served up 
brilliantly on his seriocom¬ 
ic series Starved. But for 
whatever reason, viewers 
didn’t treat themselves to 
Starved during its brief run 
on FX five years ago. 

Now Schaeffer has an 
even less appetizing idea 
for a series: suicide, and 
people who have given it a 

fry- 

Gravity, his offbeat new 
dramedy, focuses on a sup¬ 
port group for otherwise 
diverse New Yorkers whose 


common bond is their 
failed attempts to end it all 
— and their shared ur¬ 
gency to try again. 

The cast includes Ving 
Rhames as the support 
group’s leader, a burly ex- 
Major Leaguer whose bun¬ 
gled attempt has left him 
in a wheelchair. Rachel 
Hunter plays an over-the- 
hill supermodel who at¬ 
tempted suicide after her 
agent proposed that she ap¬ 
pear on a Where Are They 
Now? special. As Lily, Krys¬ 
ten Ritter is a sexy lost soul 
who fiat-lined after scarf¬ 
ing down a hunk of choco¬ 
late cake she spiked with 
crumbled codeine tablets. 

And Schaeffer plays a 


cop who investigates Lily’s 
suicide attempt, then, in 
the guise of his continuing 
investigation ("suicide is a 
crime,” he informs her), 
indulges in what seems 
like obsessive vigilance. 

Gravity, which pre¬ 
mieres Friday at 10:30 p.m. 
ET on Movie Central and 
The Movie Network in 
Canada, is funnier than it 
sounds. It is also cringingly 
twisted at times and occa¬ 
sionally very sad. 

And it will prove readily 
relatable to viewers, 
whether they might think 
so or not — or so Schaeffer 
insists. 

“We all know that we're 
lots of things, all the time. 


and that's what makes us 
human,” he declares. “But 
for some reason, in our 
movies and our TV shows 
and when we’re talking to 
each other, we’re not al¬ 
lowed to say that.” 

To do so, he goes on, 
would mean “accessing 
conflicting beliefs in our 
own personality.” 

Schaeffer seems to work 
overtime accessing con¬ 
flicting beliefs in personali¬ 
ties — especially his own. 
In Starved, he drew upon a 
real-life paradox: the eat¬ 
ing disorder that continues 
to plague him today, de¬ 
spite his yoga-toned, 5-feet- 
8-inch, 165-pound frame. 
He says he fantasizes about 


dropping 15 pounds. If on¬ 
ly- 

“It’s OK in daylight 
hours,” he says one recent 
morning between healthy 
bites of a grapefruit in a 
diner near his Upper West 
Side apartment. “The prob¬ 
lem is: Do I eat cake and 
ice cream, and how MUCH 


of it will I eat, and how of¬ 
ten, late at night, alone, on 
my couch? That contin¬ 
ues.” 

Fortunately, suicide isn’t 
such a pressing matter for 
him. “But I have an ability 
to slide into a dark side,” 
he allows.

Potato Cakes with 
Leeks and Feta

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 20 MINUTES 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb russet potatoes, 
peeled 

1/3 cup leeks, white and 
light green parts only, 
thinly sliced into half 
moons 

1 egg, lightly beaten 
1/3 cup feta cheese, crum¬ 
bled 

1 teaspoon kosher salt, 
plus more for salad 
1/4 teaspoon freshly 
ground black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F. 
Place a 12-cup non-stick 
muffin tin in the oven to 
heat. 

2. Grate potatoes using the 
large holes of a box grater 
or slice into matchsticks. 
Toss potato with leeks, salt 
and pepper and transfer to 
a sieve set over a large 
bowl; let drain for about 5 
minutes. Squeeze the po¬ 
tato mixture, a handful at 
a time, over the bowl to 
release excess moisture 


3.Drain off liquid in bowl 
leaving any white 
sediment (potato starch) 
remaining in the bottom. 
Return potatoes to bowl 
with starch, add egg and 
feta and stir until 
thoroughly mixed. 

Remove hot muffin tin 
from oven, working care¬ 
fully, and quickly spray 
the inside of eight muffin 
tins with olive oil cooking 
spray and fill with potato 
mixture, (about 1/3 cup 
each). Lightly spray the 
tops of each potato cup 
with olive oil spray and re¬ 
turn pan to oven. Bake un¬ 
til crispy and golden 
brown, about 20 to 25 
minutes.
